Interested in Asia: A Reference Direc- 
tory.

More than 600 programs of American 
institutions dealing with Asia, from Af- 
ghanistan to Japan, are described in this 
first directory of the subject. Institutions 
included are universities, religious and 
educational organizations, philanthropic 
foundations, museums and libraries, sci- 
entific and professional societies, and some 
other groups, selected from 1,200 institu- 
tions and organizations which during the 
spring and summer of 1956 supplied in- 
formation on their activities. Omitted 
were those whose activities fell outside 
the scope of the compilation or those which 
had no current interest in the Asian field. 
These activities, both overseas and in the 
U.S., were limited to current teaching and 
research programs, technical assistance 
projects and student activities in colleges 
and universities, medical and educational 
work of religious organizations, and ex- 
change of Asian and American students 
and other persons. Also described are the 
collections of Asian art and research ma- 
terials maintained by museums and li- 
braries. Commercial organizations and 
government agencies were excluded. 

The compiler is the journalist and au- 
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thor Ward Morehouse, executive 
secretary of the sponsoring agency, Con- 
ference on Asian Affairs, Inc. This pri- 
vately supported, nonprofit organization, 
devoted to the study of problems relating 
to American interest in the peoples and 
nations of Asia, “takes no stand on any 
substantive question of American foreign 
policy.” Mr. Morehouse has enlisted the 
assistance of a number of individuals and 
agencies, such as the Missionary Research 
Library, the Maryknoll Fathers, the Pub- 
lic Administration Clearing House, the 
Council on Foreign Relations, the U.S. De- 
partment of State, and the U.S. Informa- 
tion Agency.

The main body of the directory is ar- 
ranged alphabetically under the first word 
of the name of the institution or organiza- 
tion, except in the case of universities, or- 
ganizations named after individuals, and 
American branches or committees of in- 
ternational organizations or foreign insti- 
tutions, which are listed under key word, 
e.g., University of Michigan under M and 
Jane Addams Peace Association, Inc., un- 
der A. An adequate analytical index, giv- 
ing several forms of the name, adds to ease 
of use. Organizations are further listed by 
broad subjects in a separate subject index, 
which includes not only such entries as 
adult education, agriculture, libraries and 
library associations, but also 19 geographi- 
cal headings with added see references, 


e.g., South Asia: see Asia (General); 
Borneo; Burma; Cambodia; Indonesia; 
Laos; Malaya; Philippines; Singapore; 


Thailand; Viet Nam. A separate appendix 
lists alphabetically by country the Asian 
and U.S. government diplomatic and con- 
sular offices and information services in 
the U.S. and in Asia giving street ad- 
dresses for the Asian embassies and con- 
sulates in the U.S., but name of city only 
for the American embassies and other 
agencies in Asia. Names of diplomatic of- 
ficials are not included. 

The following information is usually giv- 
en for each agency: name and title of 
principal staff officer; date founded (ex- 
cept for colleges and universities); activ- 
ities relating to Asia (in some detail); 
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general activities when they aid in identi- 
fying the broader area of concern of a 
particular organization; publications, and, 
for 32 agencies, films with indication of 
size, sound, color, and running time. 
Overseas affiliations are restricted to 
groups in Asia. This information was sent 
to each listed institution for review and 
verification in November, 1956, “so that 
the information included in this volume, 
although assembled several months previ- 
ously, may be regarded as current as of 
the end of that year.” 

Since this is the first directory of its 
kind, it is difficult to establish its compre- 
hensiveness, but all agencies relating to 
Asia which are listed in the letters A 
through C in Savord’s American Agencies 
Interested in International Affairs (New 
York: Council on Foreign Relations, 1955) 
are found in the volume under review, 
with the exception of the American Asiatic 
Association, which was omitted because 
its purpose is to promote interests of 
American business firms in the Far East. 
Random checking reveals that many of 
these agencies are not listed in general 
yearbooks and where found in special di- 
rectories, their activities relating to Asia 
will be described with more brevity or not 
at all. For this reason, the volume does 
not duplicate information readily avail- 
able. 

The format is satisfactory. Various 
sizes of type are used to set apart names 
of the agencies, subsidiary committees, 
commissions, and the different catego- 
ries of information. The paper is opaque. 
The hardbound rather than _paper- 
bound edition should be purchased _ if 
the directory is to be used extensively. 

American Institutions and Organiza- 
tions Interested in Asia brings together a 
wide range of pertinent, verified informa- 
tion on programs not found in general 
sources; this information is more fully de- 
scribed than in specialized directories in 
various subject fields. The subject index 
allows approach to the contents by geo- 
graphical area and under broad subject. 
It is recommended for public and aca- 
demic libraries interested in Asia.

Exploring space. Louis de Rochemont As- 
sociates.

A film of great interest at this time when 
space travel captures the imagination. The 
theory of reaction motors is described in plain 
terms and illustrated by the simple device of 
firecrackers and sky rockets. Fuels to propel 
rockets and missiles are examined in con- 
siderable detail, with discussion of the ad- 
vantages and disadvantages of solid and liquid 
fuels. Includes unusual photographs of the - 
earth’s surface from an altitude of about 800 
miles, sequences of experimental rocket 
launchings, and the development and progress 
in rocket design. Useful for adolescent and 
adult audiences. 


The key. National Association for Mental 
Health. Distributor: Contemporary Films.

The film pictures the actual care of the old, 
the middle-aged, and the young in hospitals 
for the mentally ill. The care is sometimes 
backward, sometimes improved. Scenes of im- 
proved care emphasize trained personnel, 
therapy—including group therapy, sports, mu- 
sic, and preparation for the return home— 
wise use of drugs, space, and follow-up care. 
More knowledge of mental illness and greater 
variety of treatment that give the patients 
all possible chances for health are seen to 
result in some hospitals in a greater number 
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of releases than admittances. To show how 
the tools that are now available can be used 
to change the old situations the programs of 
the National Association for Mental Health 
are outlined: community clinics, detection 
and early treatment, prevention, and research. 
The key offers an important opportunity to 
change community attitudes from ignorance 
and an approach to mental illness as a stigma 
to a more enlightened point of view. Though 
a discussion leader with a special knowledge 
of existing local facilities for the care of 
mental patients is desirable for lay groups, 
the film stands on its own merits as a vigor- 
ous statement, the first of its kind on film. 
Its importance outweighs the anxieties its 
subject matter may arouse when it is shown 
to nonprofessional groups. For hospital ad- 
ministrators, the clergy, student nurses, so- 
cial workers, and the community in general.

The modern renaissance is attributed largely 
to Mexican artists, and the mosaics at the 
University of Mexico Library are shown as 
an outstanding example of the present-day 
development of architectural mosaic. The 
second part of the film follows the making 
of another large mosaic in the Los Angeles 
police administration building. Joseph Young, 
mosaic muralist, is followed through the 
processes as he confers with the architect, 
creates the design, works out the pattern, 
assembles materials, supervises actual con- 
struction, and finally assists in the installa- 
tion. The film gives evidence of careful re- 
search, the photography is good, and the text 
is pleasingly narrated by Richard Widmark. 
Current interest in the subject indicates a 
general audience of wide age range.
